Suggestions For Sowing Seeds During the 
Summer Months 


During the hot months of July and August 
fine seeds such as Calceolaria, Cineraria, Snap- 
dragon, and finer perennial seeds, etc. should be 
sown in flats (as usual) and the flats placed in a 
cool basement until the seedlings sprout, then 
taken to greenhouse and some cheesecloth placed 
over them until the seedlings are of sufficient 
strength to have it removed.
